WASHINGTON. Feb. 5.—The United 


States will furnish more men and mon- 
ey for the war in a "far shorter time 
than has been the fondest hope of o#r 
own people or the nations with which 
we are associated," according to Chair- 
man Flood of the foreign affairs com- 
mittee, who addressed the house today 
in presenting the diplomatic and con- 
sular appropriation bill. 


His assertion Tvas in connection with 


Jiis discussion of Col. House's mission 
to Great Britain and France and was 
made in the course of an outline giv- 
en the house of the state department's 
war activities. 
As the result of Iho 


-work of the mission, ha said, "a com- 
plete understanding exiets of precisely 
what the allies need from this coun- 
try and exactly what this country can 
furnish and when and hotv." 
Under 


the secretaries of state, war and nary, 
he declared, the country wonld furnish 
"more in men and means than was 
expected of us." 
The appropriation bill as present*^ 


by Chairman Flood carries $8,206,087 
Cor the next fiscal year. $2,000,000 more 
than the current appropriation because 
of Increased war burdens. The increase 
provides for 25' new secretaries tp em-

The advantage of these garments is 


not the saving of expense attached, but 
the saving: of time in construction. 
Twelve women in Wollaston, Mass., 
working 29 days, recently made 100 
sweaters, 17 ambulance pads, and 70 
crutch pads from the odd pieces left 
from the other articles. 


The sweater is cut in one piece, 


joined on the shoulder and under one 
arm. The slit for the. neck is round- 
ed out in front and slightly slashed fc.t 
two points to give extra room' in put- 
ting on. and allowing: it to fit closely 
round the neck. 
The bottom of the 


sweater is shaped like a man's shirt, 
only shorter. Instead of taking- in a 
seam the edges are brought together 
flat and sewn closely back ani forth, 
over and over.

troops that resulted from'the armistice, 
the .kaiser's' forces preached unceas- 
ingly the. la-ylns down of arms 
the setting up of 
merit. 
The kaiser's men-succeeded in pois- 


oning the Russians. But recent events 
have indicated that in: the process, 
they, too, became poisoned. 
The first .manifestation of this came 


in the almost open 'refusal-of the Aus- 
trian ^and Hungarian troops to move 
trom the east • to the west front for 
the big drive the kaiser bad in mind iti 
December. 
If Bolshevikism were good for Rus- 


sia, would it not also be good for Aus- 
tria and Hungary, these troops asked? 


Anyhow, waiting to see what would 


happen under Bolshevikisra in Russia 
was better than going into the west to 
be killed. 
At the outset of the war the social- 


ist party, with the exception of Lieb- 
knecht and a small group about him. 
was unitedly with the kaiser in the 
war. In fact, all Germany was united 


a plan of conquest. 


After three years of war, however, 


a split developed in tbe socialist party. 


The majority party under Sehiede- 


mann continued to support the kaiser's 
program as before. A small 
group 


known as the minority, however, de 
•eloped opposition to a program of in- 
demnities and annexations. These two 
groups have now united in Germany 
and are demanding neace. 


They brought about a great strike 


in the empire, affecting even munition 
plants. 
There may be no direct, connection,, 


betweert the conservative socialist par 
ty of Germany and the radical Indus- 
trial Workers of the World of Russia, 
but undoubtedly the German move- 
ment is born of tnsmration at seeing 
what has been done in Russia. 


Coupled with the attitude of .the 


Austrian government 
toward 
peace, 


events in Russia have undoubtedly put 


courage into the socialists of Ger- 


many heretofore undreamed of. 


During three year.' of the war the 


Scheidemann socialists have never tired 
of doing evil deeds for their kaiser. 
Committed to the kaiser's plan of world 
conquest themselves, they nevertheless 
preached internationalism and peace to 
the socialists -of other nations. 
They 


urge'd union at home and dissension 
abroad. Their attitude was as plain as 
if they had said in .so many words to 
the socialists of other lands: 
"We will keep-on fighting for the 


kaiser. But you keep out of the war. 
Cripple your government. 
Make your 


country "helpless before Germany. Help 
the German autocracy to win the fight 
against democracy." 


And the saddest page in the history 


of American socialism bears the record 
of how some of the leaders of the par- 
ty in this country permitted themselves 
to be used to further the ends of the 
kaiser's socialists. 
The masters of Germany also appre- 


ciate the possibility of the wonderful 
industrial and commercial machine that 
has grown out of the war. 
And it is 


not likely that they .will surrender it 
to the workers without a. struggle. 


If a revolution comes in Germany, 


soldiers must bs on the side of the 
revolutionists. 
Even so, it is likely 


-,at a considerable part ot the aTmy 
would continue lo be loyal to the 
kaiser and civil war 
and 
bloodshed 


would result. 
Despite the almost perfect mobiliza- 


tion of industry in Germany, profits 
have not been abolished. 
The jjun- 


making Krupps, for instance, since the 
war began, have declared dividends as 
high as 36 per cent. 
At present, however, the government 


taxes away most of the profits. Thus 
the finances of Germany run in a cir- 
cle. The government taxes every man, 
woman and child and gives the mon- 
ey back to them in tho form of prof- 
its and wages. Round and round, year 
in and year out, the money keeps mov- 
ing. 
What the government does not 


take for taxes, it takes in exchange 
for war bonds. The war bonn issues 
up to this time aggregate about 60,- 
000,000,000 marks, or 
something less 


than fl'O.OOO.OOO.bOO.

Taxing Real Estate Denis 


The taxation committee reported, on

of food which would be needed for 
our people, army and allies, was by 
putting to work much of the idle 
land lying near every kitchen door 
in the centers of population.

There are a lot. of boxes down in the 
postoffice somewhere. But the French 
way is a slow one. Here's hoping I'm 
among the lucky ones in a few days. 
It was a good day oVer here: the sun 
came out brightly. 
We went to mass 
in the little church here. Speaking of 
religion, the whole countryside Is stud- 
ded with crosses: even out in the woods 
you see them. Everyone of them is sup- 
posed to be the relic, of some saint 
There are all kinds of shrines here. 
Have you much snow at home? We 
have a lot over here and the cold is 
quite severe.' I wish you would send 
me a woolen helmet—one of the kind 
that comes over your head, cars and 
face. Lots of the fellows got them. 
I suppose a lot of fellows 
in town 
htve been drafted by now. Well, one 
thing's 
certain—they won't hit the 
breezes this winter. 
And they won't 


need an alarm clock here. It's nothing 
like Camp Devens with its steam heat 
and electric lights. We are soldiering 
here and, believe me, a fellow has to 
soldier if he wants to live. I haven't 
any friends in Germany, and the Boche 
that gets me will go some.

warm, and so closely woven that il 
keeps out wind better than knitted 
garments. 


The advantage of these garments is 


not the, saving of expense attached, but 
the saving: of time in construction. 
Twelve women in Wollaston, Mass., 
Working 29 days, recently made 100 
sweaters, 17 ambulance pads, ;ind 70 
crutch pads from the odd pieces left 
from the other articles. 


The sweater is cut in one piece, 


joined on the shoulder and under one 
arm. The slit for the neclc is round- 
ed out in front and slightly slashed at 
two points to grlvc extra room in put- 
ting- on. and allowing it to fit closely 
round the neck. 
The bottom of the 


sweater is shaped like a man's shirt, 
only shorter. 
Instead of taking- in a 


seam the edges are brought tog-ether 
flat and sewn closely back and forth, 
over and over. The outside edges are 
finished with coarse button hole stitch. 
For extra strength around the neck, a 
row of single crochet is made in bat- 
ton-holed edge. 


The ambulance cap consists of a cir- 


cular top with a straight strip fitted 
around and joined behind, after the 
fashion of the siik skull caps noms- 
times worn by baldheaded 
me'n, to 


which is attached 
a 
circular cape. 


Seams are joined in frne manner of the 
sweater and the edges button-holed. 
Strings of tape''to match are securely 
attached to the cape, so that the cap 
may be tied under the .chin.

the big drive theTcaiser had in mind In 
December.

In fact, all Germany was united 
in a plan of conquest. 
After three years of war, however, 


a split developed iu tue socialist ^party. 
The majority party under Schiede- 


mann continued to support the kaiser's 
program as before. 
A small 
group 


known as the minority, however, de- 
veloped opposition to a program of in- 
demnities1 and annexations. These two 
groups have now united in .Germany 
and are demanding peace. 
They brought about a great strike 


in the empire, affecting even munition 
plants. 
There may be no direct connection 


between the conservative socialist par 
ty of Germany and the radical Indus- 
trial Workers of the World of Russia, 
but undoubtedly the German move- 
ment is born of inspiration _ at seeing 
what has been done in R-ttQsja. 


Coupled with the attitude of the 


Austrian government 
toward 
peace, 


events jn Russia have undoubtedly put 
a courage into the socialists of Ger- 
many heretofore undreamed of. 


During three years of the war the 
Scheidemann socialists have never tired 
of doing evil deeds for their kaiser. 
Committed to the kaiser's plan of world 
conquest themselves, they-nevertheless 
preached internationalism and peace to 
the socialists of other nations. They 
urged union at home and dissension 
abroad. Their attitude was as plain as 
if they had said in so many words to 
the socialists of other lands: 
"We will "keep on fighting lor the 
kaiser. But you keep out of the war. 
Cripple your government. Make your 
country helpless before Germany. Help 
the German autocracy to win the fight 
against democracy." 
And the saddest page in the history 


of American socialism bears the record 
of how some of the leaders of the par- 
ty in this country permitted themselves 
to be used to further the ends o£ the 
kaiser's /socialists. 
The masters of Germany also appre- 


ciate the possibility of the wonderful 
industrial and commercial machine that 
has grown out of the war. And it is 
not likely that they will surrender it 
to the workers without a struggle. 


If a revolution comes in Germany, 


soldiers must be on the side of the 
revolutionists. 
Even so,' it is likely 
hat a considerable part ot the army 
would continue to be loyal to the 
kaiser and "civil War ajid 
bloodshed 


would result. 
Despite the almost perfect, mobiliza- 


tion of industry in Germany, profits 
have not been abolished. 
The gun- 


making Krupps, for instance, since the 
war began, have declared dividends as 
high as 36 per cent. , 
At present, however; the government 
taxes away most of the profits. 
Thus 


the finances of Germany run in a cir- 
'clc. The government taxes every man, 
woman and child and gives the mon- 
ey hack to them in the form of prof- 
its and wases. Round and round, year 
In and year out, the money keeps mov- 
ing. 
What the government does not 
take for tales, it tates in exchange 
for war bonds. The war bond issues 
up in this time ag£regate about 60,- 
000,000,000 marks, or 
something less 


than $20,000,000.000.

After' all the fault finding as to de- 


tails, the country now knows that Un- 
c!e Sam did a big job in a big way— 
»nd didn't shout it from tho house- 
tops while he was doing it. 


It appears now that instead of be- 


ing negligent in the matter of matins' 
heavy artillery, we are playing the 
game according to agreement with our 
allies—letting them make the big guns 


; for us. - 


As shipping is the crucial thing in 


winning the war, the tonnage saved 
for other purposes, by having the allies 
make our big guns, is vastly important- 
It means more food, supplies and more 
American soldiers transported. 


It is enough to know, however, that 


our part of the general allied program 
has been and is being completely per- 
formed. We are doing what our allies 
want us to do, all that they expect 
as to do and tha way they want us 
to do it. 


We believe it would be good policy 


irrthe fntursrfor the war department 
to make public all the information it 
possibly can abont the conduct of the 
war. That is the only way to silence 
th'e coalitionists.
